| France had one primary schoo] for every 550 persons; 

ia had one primary school for every 655 persons; 
paver ane primary school for every 603 persons; Saxony 
one primary schoo! for every 900 persons; Austria one pri- 
mary schol for every 1,247 persons; England one primary 
school] for every ¢,500 persons. 

Mr. Kay says-in this report: “England has done noth- 
ing to educate the masses. France expends annually about 
$10,000,000 for educational purposes, while. England: ex- 
pends only $600,000, In other words, France spends $17.00 
to England's $1.00. France has 60,000 public schools, while 
England and Wales, with half its population, have 1,500.” 
This. Feport is confirmed by an article which appeared 
“Household Words” in June, 1850, and entitled “Ignorance 
of the English.” In this paper we read: 

“It has* been calculated*that there are at’ the present 
day in England and Wales nearly 8,000,000 persons who can 
neither read nor write; that is t a quarter of 
the population. Also, that of all the children hetween five 
and fourteen more than half attend no place of instruction,”
